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INTRODUCTION. 
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It  is  pretty  generally  known  among  numismatists  tliat  the 
sale  of  a large  collection  of  valuable  coins  will  take  place  dur- 
ing the  early  weeks  of  the  ensuing  year,  hut  it  has  not  been 
expected  that  any  sale  of  importance  would  be  announced  by 
the  same  house  in  the  intermediate  time.  Under  such  circum- 
stances it  would  be  unjust  to  the  owners  to  send  this  catalogue 
out  without  a few  introductory  hues. 

The  sale  will  begin  with  a small  collection  of  ancient  coins 
— small  indeed,  but  of  a quality  to  justify  stronger  terms 
than  will  be  found  in  the  desciiptions,  or  indulged  in  here. 
Inadequate,  however,  as  the  catalogue  is,  to  this  we  must  refer 
the  reader  for  some  information  concerning  these  rare  and 
beautiful  gems.  Most  of  them  were  purchased  in  Rome  under 
the  most  favorable  circumstances,  and  the  collection  forms 
rather  an  assemblage  of  gems,  as  we  have  termed  them,  than 
a series  of  coins. 

But  this  obseiwation  should  be  qualified  in  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  coins  illustrating  the  early  history  of  Rome,  and  to 
Csesar  and  his  murderers.  They  are  well  represented,  as  are 
most  of  the  great  rulers  of  imperial  Rome,  and  by  such  exam- 
ples as  would  do  honor  to  the  designers  and  engravers  of  any 
age. 

The  electrotype  copies  of  rare  Greek  coins  in  silver,  and  the 
magnificent  gold  medallions  of  the  Ptolemies,  well  deserve 
the  attention,  not  only  of  the  collector  of  coins  as  a pursuit, 
but  of  everyone  who  admires  art  in  its  highest  fonns,  or  de- 
lights in  the  beautiful  for  its  own  sake.  A tray  which  would

be  too  expensive  to  think  of,  made  up  of  the  tempting  full- 
face  and  exquisitely  sculptured  tetradrachms  of  Greece  and 
her  colonies,  diversified  by  the  rich  gold  already  mentioned, 
and  the  superb  bronze  coinage  of  Rome,  reproduced  in  this 
form,  and  lacking  nothing  in  its  resemblance  to  the  things 
simulated,  v'oiild  cost  comparatively  little,  and  could  not  have 
otherwise  than  a refining  influence  in  any  house. 

There  are  American  and  other  modern  coins  in  the  catalogue 
to  which  it  is  only  necessary  to  refer.  Also  a few  fine  medals, 
Nos.  337  and  338  being  examples.  The  English  half-penny 
tokens  in  the  second  afternoon’s  sale  are  of  the  very  best 
quality,  and  the  store  cards,  pei*sonal,  and  political  tokens,  are 
generally  bright  and  unsullied. 

But  not  the  least  interesting  feature  of  the  sale  is  the  little 
collection  of  bronzes  and  bric-a-brac  to  be  disposed  of  on  the 
third  afternoon.  In  this  department  the  connoisseur  will  dis- 
cover many  articles  of  real  merit.  We  would  call  particular 
attention  to  a Louis  Quatorze  clock  and  to  a copy  of  the 
Fighting  Gladiator  in  bronze — to  the  exhibition  and  sale  of 
all  of  which  the  public  are  respectfully  and  cordially  invited 
by  the  Auctioneers.

A-Q-Y-A-M.  (One  letter 
in  each  arch),  to  commemorate  the  M.ircian  acqueduct;  de- 
narius. Extremely  fine. 

33  LUCIUS  BRUTUS  (the  first  Consul).  Barehcad  with  short

It  will  bo  observed  that  something  like  chronological  order  has 
thus  far  been  observed  in  this  series,  the  usual  alphabetical 
method  having  been  disregarded.  It  would  be  impossible  for 
any  lover  of  history  to  read  all  that  might  be  written  concerning 
these  coins  and  their  relation  to  the  history  and  traditions  of 
Home,  both  under  her  kings  and  during  the  existence  of  the  re- 
public, and  not  wish  to  possess  such  real  and  speaking  mementoes 
of  those  distant  times.
